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Preface 

TT IS well known to the older and larger collectors that 
-■-nearly all Americana, that is, books relating to this coun- 
try, down to within the past ten or twenty years, have been 
gathered from the many private collections in Great Britain. 
During our recent visits to Great Britain for the purpose of 
replenishing our stock of the better and scarcer Americana, 
we have been impressed with the growing scarcity of these 
books in that country and during our visit last year, an in- 
vestigation showed that that source of supply is all but ex- 
hausted. This means that with the supply virtually ex- 
hausted in Great Britain and there being no other country 
which has accumulated books relating to the United States 
outside of the United States, many of these books are going 
to be unobtainable, or when copies do occur for sale that 
there will be more would-be purchasers than copies. 

The best of the books relating to this country written in 
English are now located here. At present, as this country is 
forming collections rather than selling them, it will be many 
years before these books again come upon the market if they 
do at all, considering the fact that by far the larger part of 
the copies now available are finding their way permanently 
into the libraries of public institutions from whence they 
will never again come upon the market, apart from the de- 
struction of many copies each year by fire, etc. 

In order to keep our stock reasonably complete we have 
been compelled for a number of years past to pay increasing- 
ly high prices and to sell the books at margins of profit 
which are growing closer every year. Books bought in 
Great Britain and on the continent this year have been pur- 
chased by us as low as it is possible to buy, yet even then the 
prices we have been compelled to pay, on account of the 
growing scarcity of the items, have been in many cases, far 
in excess of the prices at which, during the past five or six 
years, we have been able to sell other copies. It is our firm 
belief that the next five or ten years are going to show some 
remarkable advances in the prices of these books as the al- 
most total exhaustion of the source from which this country 
has been drawing them is only now beginning to be seriously 

felt.

|N attempt to develop an understanding of the forces 
that have been operative in the evolution of family 
institutions in the United States. It sets forth the 
nature of the influences that have shaped marriage, 
controlled fecundity, determined the respective status of 
father, mother, child, attached relative, and servant, influenced 
sexual morality, and governed the function of the family as an 
educational, economic, moral, and spiritual institution, as also 
its relation to state, industry, and society in general in the 
matter of social control. The work is primarily a contribution 
to genetic sociology. 

It has been undertaken to fulfil a need realized by every 
student and reader, viz: the absolute dearth of connected and 
systematic material on the general history of the American 
family as a social institution. In this, as in so many other vital 
fields of human interest and action, everything has hitherto 
been taken for granted. In view of the increasing attention 
given in recent years to the problems of the modern family, 
such as conditions of marriage, the birth-rate, the waning of 
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home activities, the insurgency of the child, the economic in- 
dependence of woman, sexual morality, divorce, and general 
family instability, it seems that the main lines of family evolu- 
tion in the United States should be made accessible not merely 
to the professional student of sociology but to the thinking 
public. The present work is in answer to that realized need. 

The first volume covers the colonial period and sets forth 
the germination of the American family as a product of Eu- 
ropean folkways, of the economic transition to modern capi- 
talism, and of the distinctive environment of a virgin conti- 
nent. Usages imported from Europe are detailed and their 
gradual modification or overthrow under the influence of 
economic progress and the sway of the wilderness is exhibited. 
Variations between the geographical sections are traced to 
mesological and population differences. The characteristics 
of the family in the English colonies receive accentuation from 
a view of the French settlements by the Gulf. 

The second volume covers the period from Independence 
through the Civil War under five main heads : the influence 
of pioneering and the frontier, the rise of urban industrialism, 
the growth of luxury and extravagance, the culmination of the 
regime of slavery, and the consequences of the Civil War. 
All of the alarming problems of to-day were present in some 
degree in ante-bellum days. 

The third volume analyzes the factors that have consum- 
mated the revolution of the family during the past fifty years— 
the advance of industrialism, urban concentration, the growth 
of large capitalism, the immigrant invasion, the passing of the 
frontier, the intensification of the struggle for existence, the 
rise of the standard of living, the movements of rebellion and 
revolution represented by such manifestations as feminism 
and socialism, the development of volitional control of 
family, etc. 

Years of research, analysis, and rumination have gone into 
the preparation of these volumes. Exhaustive investigation 
of source v/ritings and secondary works together with pains- 
taking reconstruction and interpretation of the course of 
events warrant the assurance that the present work is the 
most complete, fundamental, and authoritative treatment of 
the field that it covers.

N account of the first overland expedition to 
the Pacific coast by a dififerent route to that 
followed in general by Lewis and Clark. 
The expedition of William Henry Ashley in 
1 824- 1 825 up the South Platte, across what is now 
northern Colorado in the dead of winter, over the con- 
tinental divide, and through the perilous canons of 
Green River in rudely constructed boats, and finally 
still further westward to the vicinity of the Great Salt 
Lake, forms the first stage in the discovery and utiliza- 
tion of the famous overland route to California. 

From the Interior Basin, in 1826, Jedediah Strong 
Smith pushed on across the deserts of Utah and Ne- 
vada and over the Sierras to San Gabriel and San 
Diego -the first American to reach California by land. 
Journeying north to the Stanislaus River, he recrossed 
the Sierras and retraversed the deserts of Utah and 
Nevada to the Great Salt Lake. These two expedi- 
tions together form a single enterprise -the discovery 
of the central and southwestern route to the Pacific.

A second expedition carried Smith, the first white man, 
the entire length of California and Oregon. 

Original Narratives. The Ashley narrative gives 
in vivid detail a thrilling account of his remarkable 
journey. There have been but four descents of Green 
River to be recorded with any degree of minuteness 
and this is the first and most detailed of the four. The 
existence of this narrative was not even suspected until 
Professor Dale ran across it in the archives of the 
Missouri Historical Society. The Smith narrative has 
never before been published in English. The two 
Harrison G. Rogers journals, kept by the clerk of 
Smith's expeditions to California, give a careful and 
frequently exciting record of the adventures of Smith 
and his intrepid body of early American explorers. 
The volume also contains a description of the wonders 
of the Yellowstone National Park, antedating the first 
hitherto known description by fifteen years. Neither 
Ashley nor Smith were illiterate trappers but educated 
men with scientific minds and ardently interested in the 
progress of geographic knowledge. 

Manuscript Sources. Professor Dale has based his 
work on a detailed study of the sources. Many of his 
conclusions are drawn from hitherto unused manuscript 
material preserved in the archives of the Missouri His- 
torical Society, the Kansas Historical Society, the 
Academy of Pacific Coast History, and elsewhere. 

Geographic Discovery and Cartography. The 
author throws much new light on the discovery of the 
South Pass, the Overland Trail, Great Salt Lake, 
Bridger's Pass, the Yellowstone National Park, north- 
ern California, and Oregon. The progress of discov- 
ery and of geographic knowledge of the west previous 
to Ashley and Smith is analysed at length on the basis 
of the latest researches and of much new manuscript 
material. Professor Dale has conducted extensive re- 
searches in western cartography and interprets the early 
geographic knowledge of the west on the basis of early 
maps. There is also a careful discussion of the contri- 
butions of Ashley and Smith to western cartography. 
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Lives of Ashley and Smith. The work contains 
the only life of Ashley, whose importance as an explo- 
rer has hitherto been scarcely suspected. Also the only 
life of Smith, who deserves to rank with the foremost 
American explorers and geographers. 

The Fur Trade. Much fresh material on the his- 
tory of the American and British fur trade is included. 
The development of this industry is discussed on the 
basis of the geographic factors which determined its 
growth and the progress of attendant discoveries. The 
wanderings of such men as Manuel Lisa, John Colter, 
Ezekiel Williams, the Astorians, James Bridger, 
Thomas Fitzpatrick, Etienne Provot, William Sub- 
lette, Donald M'Kenzie, Alexander Ross, and Peter 
Skene Ogden are traced and their share in the progress 
of discovery decisively estimated. 

California and the early Catholic Missions. The 
Rogers journals throw much new light on life in Cali- 
fornia and at the Catholic missions in the early nine- 
teenth century. During his sojourns Smith visited San 
Diego, San Pedro, Los Angeles, San Jose, Monterey, 
and San Francisco. Rogers includes pen pictures of 
many of the famous earliest American residents on the 
coast. The work is of unusual importance to students 
of Californian history and exploration. 

Illustrations. The frontispiece map is the first to 
show accurately the routes of Smith and the only one to 
indicate the route of Ashley. The Mission of San 
Gabriel is from an early wood cut made not long after 
Smith's visit to California. The Summer Rendezvous, 
likewise from an old print, is fanciful but typical. 
Ashley established the rendezvous on a large scale as a 
means of conducting the fur trade. The Canon of 
Lodore well illustrates the perils encountered by Ash- 
ley in descending Green River. The Gallatin map has 
never been reprinted since it first appeared in the 
Transactions of the American Antiquarian Society m 
1836. It is surprisingly accurate and far surpasses 
many that followed it. 
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|HE publication for the first time of Kino's long-lost 
history is of the utmost historical importance. This 
extensive manuscript has never been published, 
._-..^, ,-,-,, J even in the original Spanish, Its existence contem- 
poraneously is known only by the constant references thereto 
in the works of the early Jesuit historians of the West and 
Southwest. It was extensively used and referred to by Father 
Venegas in writing his histories, by Alegre in his " Historia de 
la Compa da de Jesus en Nueva Espana," by Father Ortega 
in "Apost .licos Afanes," etc. The manuscript is the basic 
source for the history of that period. The manuscript has for 
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almost a century and a half been lost. That Bancroft appre- 
ciated its great importance, although unknown to him, is evi- 
dent from his references to it in his History. However, he 
did not know how little of that wealth of material had actually 
been used. The publication of this precious and long-lost 
manuscript puts on a new basis the early history of a large 
part of western America. 

Kino's Unique Career. Kino's career was remarkable. For 
two years (1683-168 5) he made heroic attempts to convert 
and civilize the natives of sterile Lower California. In March, 
1687, the very month when the great French explorer. La 
Salle, was assassinated in the wilds of Texas, Kino began his 
work in the country of the upper Pim.as (Pimeria Alta), on 
the Sonora River, near the present Arizona line. From his 
mission of Dolores as a base, the hardy Jesuit led one of the 
most interesting missionary careers in the annals of America, 
and made himself a place beside Marquette, Margil, Salva- 
tlerra, and Serra. 

Missions Founded by Him. A score of missions were estab- 
lished on both sides of the Sonora- Arizona line; among them 
was Mission San Xavler del Bac, that exquisite and famous 
old shrine still In use near Tucson. The occupation of Cali- 
fornia by the Jesuits was the direct result of Kino's former 
residence there. It was from Kino that Salvatlerra, founder 
of the permanent California missions, got his inspiration for 
that work. 

His Explorations. To Kino Is due credit for first traversing 
In detail (1687-1711) and accurately mapping the whole of 
Pimeria Alta, the name then applied to southern Arizona and 
northern Sonora. His work of exploration was astounding. 
During his twenty-four years of residence at Dolores (1687- 
171 1) he made more than fifty journeys Inland. These jour- 
neys varied from a hundred to nearly a thousand miles in 
length. He crossed and recrossed repeatedly all of the coun- 
try between the Magdalena and the Gila, the San Pedro and 
the Colorado. They were made through country inhabited 
by unknown tribes which might, but fortunately did not, offer 
him personal violence. One of the routes was over a forbid- 
ding, waterless waste, which has since become the graveyard 
of scores of travelers who died because they lacked Father 
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Kino's pioneering skill. The reference is to the Camino del 
Diablo, or Devil's Highway, from Sonoita to the Gila. Kino's 
energy and hardihood were almost beyond belief; his endur- 
ance in the saddle was worthy of the most seasoned cowboy. 

Kino's Historical Memoir. Historians have long known 
and had access to a diary, three "relations," two or three let- 
ters, and a famous map, all by Kino, and all important for the 
history of the region where he worked. His map pubHshed 
in 1705 was the first of Pimeria based on actual exploration, 
and for nearly a century and a half was the principal map of 
the region in existence. There has now come to light, dis- 
covered by Doctor Bolton in the archives of Mexico, this 
vastly more important work— a complete history, written by 
Kino himself at his little mission of Dolores, covering nearly 
his whole career in America. It was known to and used by 
the early Jesuit historians, but has lain forgotten ever since. 
It is now found to be the source of practically all that has 
been known of the work of Kino and his companions, and to 
contain much that never has been known before. Kino, there- 
fore, was not only the first great missionary, ranchman, ex- 
plorer, and geographer of Pimeria Alta, but his book was the 
first and will be for all time the principal history of this re- 
gion and his quarter century. 

Wealth of Historical Material. The Historical Memoir is 
virtually a history of the entire region. Much data is con- 
tained in the work concerning the Indian tribes of the South- 
west, notably the Apaches, Pimas, Papagos, Maricopas, and 
Yumas. It tells of Apache depredations; of bloody wars of the 
Apaches with Pima Indians and Spanish soldiery; of Kino's 
efforts to prove California a peninsula and not an island, and, 
as a corollary, the feasibility of establishing a land route from 
Arizona to the Jesuit missions in Lower California. 

Index. The systematic and extensive Index is a veritable 
dictionary of Southwestern history and biography, bringing 
out the work of numerous worthy associates of Kino, religi- 
ous and secular. 

Introduction and Bibliography. The Introduction ot eighty- 
two pages gives an authentative sketch of Kino's life, based, 
in large part, upon manuscript materials not hitherto avail- 
able. The account, while scholarly, is vivid, and gives a real 
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portrait of the great missionary. It is followed by an analysis 
of the Kino manuscript, its identification, its relation to the 
work of the older Jesuit historians, and its value as an his- 
torical source. In this section the broad and critical scholar- 
ship of the editor is seen at its best. The Bibliography of 
printed and manuscript sources is the most complete for the 
period and region ever brought together. 

Translation. The translation combines an unusual degree 
of faithfulness to the original with freedom and grace of ex- 
pression. The book, indeed, far from being heavy, is a human 
document which will grip the attention of the general reader 
as well as of the scholar. 

The Map. On the basis of original data the editor has pre- 
pared a detailed and accurate map to illustrate Kino's work, 
showing exploration routes, Indian tribes, Indian villages, 
missions, and Spanish settlements. This map is in itself an 
important contribution to history. 

The Editor is the best known historian of the Southwest, 
and a recognized authority on the archives of Mexico, and on 
Spanish-American and Western history. He has made this 
field peculiarly his own.

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The American Indian as Slaveholder and Secessionist: An 

omitted chapter in the diplomatic history of the Southern Confed- 
eracy is the first of a series of three volumes dealing with the Slave- 
holding Indians as secessionists, participants, and victims of the Civil 
War. The series treats of a phase of American Civil War History 
which has heretofore been almost entirely neglected, or when dealt 
with, misinterpreted. 

No history of thq American Civil War that has yet appeared 
has adequately recognized certain facts connected with that period of 
frontier development; among these, that the Indians fought on both 
sides in the great sectional struggle; that they were moved to light 
not by instincts of savagery, but by identically the same motives and 
impulses as the white men. 

The first volume is an important contribution to the diplomatic 



history of the Southern Confederacy. It shows the determined efforts 
made by the Confederate States to secure the aid of the great Indian 
nations. The Federal government believed that the Indian nations 
had no interest in a sectional conflict and left them at the critical 
moment. While the authorities at Washington neglected the In- 
dians even to the extent of actual dishonor, the Confederacy offered 
political integrity and equality, and established a bona fide protec- 
torate. The Indians thus fought as solicited allies. Treaties were 
made with them as with foreign powers and not in the farcical, 
fraudulent way that had been customary in times past. They prom- 
ised alliance and were given in return political status. The control 
of Indian territory was of vital and strategic importance. 

Of especial significance is the fact that Texas and Arkansas inter- 
ested themselves in the secession of the great slaveholding nations, the 
Choctaw, Cherokee, Chickasaw, Creek, and Seminole, before they 
actually seceded themselves. 

The second and third volumes are now in preparation and will be 
issued later. These volumes, dealing with the part taken by the 
Indians in the Civil War and later during reconstruction, will prove 
volumes of even greater interest than the first. They cover a virtually 
untouched phase of that important period of our history. The whole 
subject is one that is not only of historical importance but of absorb- 
ing interest. 

Sources: The material for this work has been drawn chiefly 
from documentary sources. Among such are the Leeper, or Wichita 
Agency papers, the Fort Smith papers, etc. The Fort Smith papers, 
with a lot of manuscript rubbish, had been set aside, presumably for 
destruction, when discovered by Doctor Abel. These with many 
other important papers are now made available to students for the 
first time. 

The annotations are extensive and carefully prepared. Bibliog- 
raphies are furnished and extensive analytical indexes. 
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
